This now order of things 
very naturally attracts attention, and 
calls for a report showing how the 
money was sjrent. Of course, in due 
time, the Secretary of the State Board 
of Health will show where the money 
was very necessary to enforce the law.

The N’liiiics of Those Who Broke 
the Prlmerul Forest of Crit- 
tenden. 

When They Come, W here They 
Settled. 

Editok I’uEss: — I promised tliat I 
would complete my contrihution to 
your paper this week, coneeruing the 
men who formed the county from a 
wilderness. My list is of course not 
complete, 'fliese are those I am una- 
ble to cull to mind, or to learn ol, 
hut those I have mentioned should he 
remembered. No history of the coun- 
ty would he eon.idete without them. 
While they are not all hero«s in the 
modern sense, they had tlie hardihood 
to come to an unbroken wilderne.ss, 
and the result of their coming is the 
proud old county of Crittenden. 

The Wheelers, John, Henry and 
’.Ta'hics came from South Carolina in 
179(1; John settled the place now own- 
ed hy Frank Paris, and Henry settled 
the place known as the .lohn M. Wil- 
.soii farm in IHOo; and in 1H05, .James 
Wheeler settled the place where his 
deecndent, Isaac W’hceler now lives. 
All of the W’heelers were stiict I’res- 
hyteriuns; they brought slaves with 
them. 

Willis Rais from S. C., in 180t> set- 
tled near Aaron 'I'oweryls. 

John Simj)son, from South Carolina 
in LS02, settled on a part of the Aaron 
Towery farm, and sold it to W’illiam 
Babb, who came from North Carolina 
in 180(). Babb was a strong Baptist. 

Win Baldwin came from Virginia 
in 1H04, settled near I’iucy Blntf. 

Thos Bradimrn, from North Caro- 
lina in 1806, settled on Tradewater. 

John and Isaac Furgersou, from 
North Carolina in 1804, was what 
were then known as a sijuatters. 

Frederic Imhoden came from Va., 
in 1802, and settled near where Aaron 
Towery lives. 

James W'alden from North Carolina 
in 1800. 

John Lacey, from South Carolina 
ill IfSO l, settled on Tradewater, near 
Henry Land’s. 

Edward Kemp, from South Caro- 
lina, settled on I’incy near the ,iron 
bridge. 

In 1795 Henry Laud, came from 
North Carolina and settleil where Jus- 
tial Hood now lives. 

Arther, Francis and John Travis 
came fn.m South Carolina in 1800, 
settled what is now known as the Cul- 
len Travis place. Arther was in the 
revolutioimry war; John was a preacher 
and a doctor, and was the first man to 
preach Mcthmlistism in the county. 

Ctrissom Collield, I'rom North Curo- 
litia in 1798, settled the place known 
as the Isaac Collield farm. 

Daniel, John, William, and Thomas 
'fravis came from South Carolina in 
1794, Daniel settled the place where 
Coperas Springs School House now 
stand; John settled the Goo Green 
place. Win settled what is known as 
the Ham place. 

Samuel Foster from South Carolina 
in 1805 settled the farm where Francis 
Jacobs lives. 

John Blakely from South Carolina 
in 1800. He was a noted gun smith 
and afterwards did good service in the 
war of 1812. 

Stephen Fowler came from South 
CWoliua in 1802 or 3 and settled the 
place on Crooked (Wk where James 
Fowler lived and died. 

William, Solomau and Alx Clark 
(!amo in 1802 or 3. William was a 
revolutionary soldier. Alx settled at 
the Salt Petr 9 cave on Piuey, and 
made powder.

He was in his eighty- Do you know why Woods is selling 

fourth year aud was committed to the more books than all other dealers oom- 

aaylum trom Lyon county a liv meki biaed Y Because he. ie eelUag them a 



A Letter I'rom I’resident Cleve- 
land Upon the Finan- 
cial Question. 

Ho Favors Silver Within Such 
liimits As It Can Be 
Safely I’setl. 

-\tiaiua. Ga., Sept. 27.— The Cou- 
f^titutiou to-morrow will print a letter 
from President Cleveland to Gov. 
Northern, iu which tlie President 
states hi.s position on the tiuaueiul 
(|iiestiuii at length. The letter iu his 
reply to one written by Gov. Northern 
on the 15th inst. The Governor re- 
fuses to give his letter out for publi- 
cation, but it is known that it present- 
ed a graphic description of the politi- 
cal situatioa ill Georgia and the South 
and urged upon the President the ex- 
pediency of a pulllic utUuaaco th>m 
him more comprehensive than his re- 
cent message as to the proper policy 
to l>e |iursiied l>y Congress upon ques- 
tions utfectiiig the stringeney of the 
times amt the needs of the people. It 
is understood that in his letter Gov. 
Ncrthern pointed out inroads being 
made iu the Demoeratie ranks by the 
Populists hy reason of the neglect or 
delay on the part of the Democratic 
majority in Congress to enact legisla- 
tion on tlie line of the party platform 
and pletiges. He dwelt specially upon 
the tiuaueiul euuditioii and political 
unrest of the farmers of the Bnuth, 
who constitute so great a proportion of 
the Domoeraey. 

The President’s reply to that letter 
was received this evening, aud is as 
follows : 

Executive Muusiuii, Washington, 
Sejit, 25. — Hon. W. J. Northern — 
My Dear Sir : I hardly know how to 
reply your letter of the 15th inst. It 
seems to me that I am ({uite plainly on 
record concerning the financial ques- 
tion. My letter accepting the nomi- 
nation to the Presidency when read in 
connection with the message lately 
sent to Congress in extraordinary ses- 
sion appears to me to very explicit. 

I want a currency that is stable and 
safe in the hands of our ]>eople. I 
will not knowingly be implicated in a 
condition that will justly make me in 
the least degree answerable to any la- 
borer or farmer iu the United States 
fur a shrinkage in the purchasing 
power of the dollar he has received for 
a full dollars worth of production on 
his toil. I not only want our curren- 
cy to be of such a charcter tliat all 
kinds of dollars will have equal pur- 
chasing power at home, but I waut it 
to be of such a character os will dem- 
onstrate abroad our wisdom and good 
faith, thus placing upon a firm foun- 
dation our credit among the nations 
oftheeartli. I waut our financial 
conditions and the laws relating to 
uur currency %afc and reassuing that 
those who have money will spend aud 
invest it in business aud new enter- 
prises instead of hoarding it. You 
can nut cure fright by calling it foolish 
aud unreasonable, aud can not pre- 
vent the frightened man from hoiurd- 
ing his money. I waut good, sound 
aud stable money, and a condition of 
confidence that will keep it in use. 

Within the limits of what I have 
written, I am a friend of silver, but 
I believe its pru]>er place in our cur- 
rency can unly be fixed by a readjust- 
ment of our currency legislation end 
tlie inauguration of a consistent and 
comprehensive scheme. I think such 
a scheme can only be entered upon 
profitably and hopefully afUr the re 
peal of the law which is charged with 
all our financial woaa. In the presant

I am, therefore, opposed to the free 
and unlimited coinage of silver by this 
country alone and iiidei>eudently, and 
I am in favor of the immediate and 
unconditional repeal of the purchas- 
ing clause of the so-called Sherman 
law. 

I confess I am astonished by the 
opposition in the Senate to such a 
prompt action as would relieve the 
ipresent unfurtuuate situation. My 
daily prayer is that the delay occos-. 
ioued by such opposition may not be 
the cause of plunging the the country 
into deeiHjr depression than it has 
yet known, and that the Democratic 
party may not l»e justly held responsi- 
ble for such a catastrophe.

Turna Her Back on the World aud

New York, .Sept. 29. — The World’s 
Woahingtou special says : Miss 
line Polfard, who has sued ConglV^ 
man Bi^kinridge, of Kentucky, ^*^or 
breach of promise, has vuuntarily idici- 
titied herself with the House of Mercy 
here, which seeks to reclaim fallen 
women. Miss Pollard entered the 
institution soon attcr the preceediiigs 
against Mr. Breckinridge were begun. 
She is nut known as Miss Pollard iu 
the home, having assumed another 
name. She has not entered the insti- 
tution as unfortunate women are re' 
ccived. She has been accepted as a 
willing worker and is now engaged in 
missionary aud educational duties. 
Miss Pollard practically has surrender- 
ed all her liberties. She was first as- 
signed to educational work but insist- 
ed ujion sharing the drudgery of the 
institution. 

The inmates of the institution, 
which is supported by the Episcopal 
churches, are kept by the church peo- 
ple under close surveillance and are 
not even allowed, evee in the day time 
to go out unless accompanied by one 
of the “workers.”

THE HUMAN JUMBO. 

Fire Hundred Feet ol Lumber 
Used In the Coflln For Geo. 

. Walker. 

Previdenoe, R. I., Sept 28 — Rhode 
Island’s champion fat man, George 
Walker, who died in the village of 
Rockland, Scituate, Monday, was bur- 
ied today. He was forty-two years 
old, weighed 613 pounds and measur- 
ed seventy-two inuhee around the 
waiat. The eooket and box to bold 
the body were made to order and 600 
feet of lumber were coneumed in their 
manufacture. The pillow for the 
head and shoulden required half a 
bale of exoeUor.

F'ive Murderers Executed In Pub- 
lic at Mt, Vernon, Georgia 

Tbreu Killed a Mereliant, the 
Fourth a Child aud the Fifth 
a Companion. 

Mt. Vernon, Gii., .Sept. 29. — Five 
murderers were executed upon one 
seatibld at this place at 2:U5 p. m. to- 
day They were Hiram Jacobs, Hi. 
ram Brewingtoii, Lucioii Manuel, 
Purse Strickland aud Weldon Gordon. 
All were commonly called negroes, 
but the first four named were descen- 
dants of the Crowatan Indians of 
North Cafoliiia, ami locally were 
known as “Seufiletuuiaus,” from the 
name of the eoiumunity from which 
they eamc. Three of them murdered 
Alexander Peterson, a ri(;h merchant, .

Over ten thousand people, white 
and black, witnessed the executions. 
Every iueumiiig train deposited its 
I load of human freight and steamboats 
oil the Ueonee and Attamba rivers ran 
a daily schedule. Thousands of 
women viewed the spectacle without a 
shudder. 

The eondeiuued men spent their 
hist night on earth without any per- 
ceptible dread. This morning in the 
jail several colored ministers ottered 
prayei for their spiritual salvation, ex- 
horting them to be firm and courage- 
ous. At 1:30 p. Ill the march to the 
seatibld was begun. The sheritf and 
prisoners were seated iu a hack sur- 
rounded hy a score of armed guards. 
They stood side by side on the scati'uld. 
They were requested to make a state- 
ment if they desired. 

Manuel said : “I have every rea- 

son to believe that I am. going to meet 
the angels above. I fear nothing, my 
sins are forgiven and I sliall go to 
heaven. I tell you my friends, to put 
your trust iu God — good-bye.’’ 

The others followed in the same 
strain. Strickland shed tears, while 
the vast throng sang. “ A Cliarge to 
Keep I Have.” The Rev. Mr. Ross, 
a colored minister, prayed fervently. 
Then Sheritf Dunham adjusted the 
black cajw and a photographer took 
their pictures. At this moment Sherift’ 
Dunham bid them tarewell,, shaking 
each other by the hand, saying : “May 
God have mercy on your souls.” 

At 2:05 p. m the trap was sprung. 
There were no signs of a struggle, and 
the bodies hung straight and motion- 
less. Halt an hour later tho bodies 
were cut down aud deposited in pine 
coffins,
